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he ARRL, in a response to the FCC, minced no words in calling 

the FCC enforcement policies "Dismal". The League was espe- 
cially critical of the FCC’s use of monetary forfeitures as a means of 
obtaining rule compliance. This situation is not likely to get a lot better 
as the FCC undergoes a rather sweeping re-organization with some 
calling for the elimination of the Government Agency. An FCC spokes- 
person recent underscored the impact locally noting that the Ferndale 
monitoring station in our area is being eliminated. She went on to explain 
some of the thinking thatis going on at the FCC. One aspect has to do 
with interference mitigation. The way we used to handle interference 
issues was to simply call the FCC and let them handle it. The future 
could be vastly different with the FCC working with voluntary organi- 
zations, like the WWCIC, to work these problems. Should that not work} 
the FCC may pass the resolution problem onto a Commercial Organiza- 
tion who will charge for their services, if that did not work, the FCC 
would get into the act...and they too would charge for theirs. The days 
of calling the FCC to complain may become a memory rather than an 
option. Certainly the role of Amateur Frequency Coordinators will] 
likely increase under the procedures of the "new FCC".

Dear Amateur Operator; 
Have you ever been pushed to the point where you put your foot down and say 

"enough is enough’? 

I think that there are a bunch of us that are at that point right now, I am speaking, of 
course, about the incessant jamming and foul language that we have been forced to 
listen to over our repeaters in the Puget Sound area for the past three years. Well it is 
high time I share with you what I know and seek your help for all of our sake. If you 
haven’t heard the person who has been jamming, threatening and swearing, count you 
and your family fortunate. 

This person comes on our repeaters using worse language than you find in any gutter. 
He defiles America, Americans and Amateur Radio in the same breath. He jams 
autopatchs and nets, swears at people and has even threatened to send a BOMB to the 
FCC offices, describing death in the vilest form for those who work there. He has 
threatened to send letter bombs to the control operator on the Boeing repeater and then 
shoot anyone who approaches him. It is known that he has considerable knowledge of 
guns and gunpowder. Again, those who have heard him, know that my description is 
mild in comparison to what he has actually said. This is not hearsay, it is a matter of 
record. 

He is an equal opportunity offender, in that he visits all of the wide area coverage 
systems with his special brand of cheer on almost a daily basis. OK! I hope I have your 
attention. Here is what I know and what I suggest. 

This person came upon the scene a little over three years ago. At that time, it was 
just a carrier or touch tone thrown in here and there to disrupt communications. It has 
since escalated to what we hear now which leads me to believe that he may very well 
be capable of carrying out the deeds and threats he describes. 

The local FCC knows who this person is and where he lives. The reason they know 
is because they have taken our reports and information, in the spirit of supporting self 
policing and put together a case which includes the observations and direction finding 
efforts of dozens of Amateurs. After having us collect all this information, Washington 
has not let them do a thing with it. In other words, we’ve been "had". 

This person has been tracked down and physically observed jamming and swearing 
on several repeaters. The people observing have identified him out of many others in 
mug shot books at the Commission’s office. They have identified his truck and license 
number on more than one occasion. He has been tape recorded and, as a matter of fact, 
the BOMB threats and hours of haranguing are on tape and in the possession of the 
ECE: 

In the summer of 1993, he was fined 10,000 dollars by the Commission and to this 
date, he has paid nothing. He was laid off from Boeing and lives with his parents and 
for the most part has no assets. He has basically told the FCC to "STUFF IT" and the 
Washington DC office has complied by rescinding his fine. No kidding, they rescinded 
his fine! It appears as if the Commission is more worried about his civil rights than 
those of his victims. It’s almost as if TERROR VICTIMS HAVE NO RIGHTS! 

The Washington office of the FCC has declined any further action, as of this date. 
Can you believe it?? 

As a matter of fact, Hams across the country are in the same boat. We have been 
abandoned to TERRORISTS and restrained by our own laws to do nothing about it 
ourselves. But yet when there is a disaster or emergency, flood or forest fire, who does 
the Government come to for help?? I guess my question to you is, who works for who? 

If this person does carry out his threat, I wonder what kind of feeble excuse will be 
given to the families of the Kirkland FCC office since this persons BOMB threats were 
common knowledge. I wonder how high a priority the Oklahoma bomber was before 
he actually perpetrated his vile act? Should we do nothing about this person until its to 
late? 

I am going to give you addresses of people that can make a difference if they exercise 
the power that their job gives them. I can’t believe that the only way to stop this person 
from terrorizing the public Amateur frequencies is to take the law into our own hands. 
We must stand up together as one Family in Amateur Radio and demand that our 
Government enforce the laws already on our books to protect our resource and those 
who administrate it. 

I can’t tell all of you how demoralizing it is to see this one persons terror tactics bring 
the entire Western Washington region of Amateur Radio Repeaters to a stand still and 
then thumb his nose at us and the local FCC.

219-220 PROGRESS 


The FCC has released the rules that govern just how we may use the 219-220 band. 
This bands use is VERY RESTRICTED and its use comes with a number of "strings 
attached" Here are the highlights of the rules for use of this new spectrum... 

1. The Band is NOT AVAILABLE for uses other than forwarding stations in 
POINT-TO-POINT fixed digital message forwarding systems, including intercity packet 
backbone networks. 

2. No Amateur station transmitting in the 219-220 segment shall cause harmful 
interference to, and is not is protected from interference due to operation of Automated 
Maritime Telecommunications Systems (AMTS), Television Broadcasting on channels 
, 11 and 13, Interactive Video and Date Service systems, Land Mobile Services systems, 
for any Other service having a primary allocation in or adjacent to the band. 

3. No Amateur Station may transmit in the 219-220 segment unless the licensee has 
given WRITTEN NOTIFICATION of the stations specific geographical location for such 
transmissions in or to be incorporated into a data base that HAS BEEN MADE AVAIL- 
ABLE TO THE PUBLIC. The notification MUST BE GIVEN AT LEAST 30 DAYS 
PRIOR to making such transmissions. The notification must be given to: ARRL 225 Main 
St., Newington CT 06111-1494. 

4. No Amateur Station may transmit in the 219-220 segment from a location that is 
within 640Km (400 Miles) of an AMTS Coast Station, unless the Amateur Station licensee 
has given written notification of the station’s specific geographic location for such 
transmissions to the AMTS licensee. The notification must be given at least 30 days prior 
to making such transmissions. AMTS Coast Station locations may be obtained from the 
ARRL or from Interactive Systems, Inc. Suite 1103, 1601 North Kent St. Arlington, Va. 
22209. 

5. No Amateur Station may transmit in the 219-220 segment from an location that is 
within 80Km (50 Miles) of an AMTS Coast Station unless the Amateur Station licensee 
holds a WRITTEN APPROVAL from that AMTS licensee. 

6. Major Technical rules, Directional Antennas, Bandwidth of 100Khz and 50 W PEP 
power.
